A fairly strong tone continues in all sec- 
tions of the providion trade. So far as bacon 
is concerned, the position is well maintained 
in both the North and South, Cooler weather 
= comparatively small arrivals have 

ht an improved tone ip the general 
go "MSS and sellers show no marked 
anxiety to press for business. This applies 
rticularly to Irish, Danish and Swedish 
rang ; sales for most descriptions are on the 
basis of last Friday’s quotations, with the 
exception. of Dutch, which shows an official 
advance of two shillings per cwt. this week- 
send, The ban on the use of perservatives in 
bacon is causing great anxiety to the retail 
provision dealer, and this was accentuated 
during the recent spell of hot weather. This, 
it is expected, will lead to the organised 
grocery trade appealing to the Government 
to look into the matter, as it is stated that 
the cure for preservatives is worse than the 
disease. It is suggested that the small 
amount of boric acid which is used in pre- 
servation of food is harmless. ‘he Grocers’ 
Federation has already impressed on the 
Ministry of Health the view that some modi- 
fication of the regulations is necessary, and 
has given the Ministry details of losses 
caused by the deterioration of foodstuffs 
which ata ge | had been kept sound an.J 
wholesome by the reasonable use of a pre- 
servative. Meanwhile, members of the trade 
will necessarily continue to pursue the policy 
of hand-to-mouth buying of provisions. ‘The 
butter market rules firm, and the official 
quotation has been advanced by twelve 
kroner, which now makes the tigure 319 
kroner per 100 kilos, which is substantially 
higher than at the corresponding pomod o 
last year. All choicest descriptions have bee 
clearing readily, and in some centres it is 
stated that Irish creameries and New Zealand 
butters are almost on a parity with Dunish. 
According to official returns from Latvia the 
continued progress being made in the manu- 
facture of dairy products in that country 
will make it an important factor in the 
European markets. During the present year 
the export of butter from that country has 
rogressed satisfactorily; during the first 
ba months of this year 84,128 casks have 
been shipped abroad, an increase of 21,389 
casks over the corresponding period 
of kast year. Under Government control 
only butter of first and second qualities is 
free for export to foreign countries, and the 
exportation of the third quality is pro- 
hibited; the control also Fa a cer- 
tain good guality of it.. There was a fairly 
brisk demand for eggs during the —_ 
part of the week, notwithstanding the hig 
prices ruling, and although this fell away 
towards the close, there appears to he little 
rospect of any ‘marked decline in values. 
vedientive of new laid eggs is ona diminish- 
ing scale, and perfect qualities are scarce. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday last 
there was a preponderance of Irish cattle, 
sheep and lambs penned. Fat cattle were 
rather lower as compared with the previous 
week, but late rates were maintained for 
sheep and lambs; no quotable change was re- 
corded in dairy ‘cattle. At the Manchester 
Pig Market there was little change to note 
at the opening, though, with prospects of 
larger arrivals, there was a somewhat weaker 
undercurrent. Trade at the Manchester 
Dead Meat Market has been fairly satisfac- 
tory throughout the week, and there was a 
steady feeling in most departments towards 
the close. 

Little change is recorded in dead poultry, 
and last week’s prices are repeated. With 
the opening of the grouse season young birds 
are quoted 10s. and old 5s. per brace, whole- 
sale. Salmon lower on the week, at 2s. 10d.

LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

There has been a better tone in the tropical 
produce market this week, and values of the 
chief commodities are slightly improved. 
Inquiry is better all round, but sellers show 
little readiness to meet the market, especially 
in the palm oil section, where the quantity of 
oil on offer, particularly on spot, is by no 
means large. Softs and mediums on the spot 
stand at a discount of 5s. compared with Sep- 
tember-October, and 10s. October-November. 
Early on softs were done on spot at £33 7s. 
6d., but to-day buyers find it difficult to get 
on at 3s. 9d. more. September-October offers 
at £34, quay terms, against £33 17s. 6d. at 
the opening of the week. For October- 
November material £34 7s. 6d. is now wanted. 
Mediums have hardened 2s. 6d. to £33 15s. 
for spot. material, with September-October 
obtainable at £34 5s., and October-November 
£34 10s. In hards,, spot was done at £364 
10s., and £34 12s. 6d. has been paid for mate- 
rial afloat, while for forward shipment £34 
15s. is now wanted, against £34 10s. Lagos 
has improved 5s. for spot to £34 5s., and ship- 
ment material is harder by 2s. 6d. at £34 
10s. Sherbros in store wind up 7s. 6d. harder 
at £34, which price would be worth bidding 
for September arrival. Spot quotations are 
as follows:—Lagos £34 5s., Sherbro £34, 
Opobo £33 15s., Benin £33 17s. 6d. and Nicer 
£34 10s. 

Palm kernels are a steady market, with 
more inquiry to this port. At the beginning 
of the week second-hand ge were plen- 
tiful in any position at £20 6s. 3d., shippers 
refusing this price for September-October 
shipment. To-day £20 7s. 6d. would he paid 
for August-September and September-October 
shipment’ material, but sellers refuse to con- 
sider anything under £20 8s. 9d. Hull con-

ATTEMPTED MURDER CHARGE. 


At Cahir, before District Justice Troy, 
John Kelly (19), of Gortussa, Dundrum, 
was charged with the attempted murder of 
Jack Dwyer (37), of the same place, by strik- 
ing him on the head with a hurley. 

Superintendent Keegan, Tipperary, produced 
a certificate from Dr. Russell, Cashel Hospital, 
stating that Dwver was not yet out of danger. 

Mr. Maher, for Kelly, said that the assault 
had, apparently, far more serious consequences 
than was expected at one time. Kells and 
four other young men, from some of whom he 
(Mr. Maher) had statements, were engaged in 
the middle of the day hurling. Dwyer came 
to hurl with them, and during the game the 
sticks clashed, and he (Mr. Maher) believed 
on the spur of the moment Kelly struck 
Dwyer. Kelly is a very respectable farmer's 
son, and had never had a charge against him 
before, and was able to offer a very sub- 
stantial bail. 

Superintendent Keegan said that the de- 
smription of the case might be all right from 
Mr.. Maher’s standpoint. The spur of the 
moment did not exactly tally with the state- 
ment which would be put before the court 
later on. It was entirely different, and 
alleged that the accused boy had expressed a 
desire to do the same thing again. In view of 
the doctor’s certificate, he would have to 
oppose the granting of bail. 

Mr. Troy suggested that Mr. Maher should 
renew his application for bail at the Tipperary 
hearing. 

The accused boy was then remanded to 
Tipperary Court, to be held next Tuesday.

The fixturo wos 
not too well favoured by the weather, and 
this had its due effect on the attendance, 
which was large only on the, concluding 
day: and even then the enclosure was not 
too fully patronised. The clasna with the 
old-established Queenstown LRegatta on 
Wednesday had doubtless some adverse 
effect, but this would hardly account tor 
the apathy of the people of the city. The 
inference appears to be that only a smal! 
section of the general public in Cork cakes 
a keen interest in rowing. 


From OUR SPeEctIAL 


I had an enjoyable motor run to Derry- = 
varagh Lake and Fore, in County West- 
meath, last week. I was disappointed at 
seeing no swans upon the water, which 
was the first place of exile for the 
Children of Lir in what Mr. Robert Lynd 
has described as ‘‘the world’s most 
beautiful story of enchanted princes.”’ 

The little town of Fore, however, sur- 
passed my expectations. My interest had 
been excited by an article in Irish Travel, 
in which Miss Margaret Gibbons describes 
the “‘seven wonders of Fore’’—one of 
which is water that runs uphill, and 
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The ficht was short and began to lift gently from the morning, 

and through an opening in the clouds the 
high sun focussed upon our ship her lime- 
light of splendour. 

Wider and wider grew the patch of 
blue sky till the city itself came into the 
sunny picture. Galway looked beautiful 
from the sea, with all its towers, spires, 
arches and relics of the old Spanish days. 
Soon the Twelve Pins of Connemara 
etched the distant sky, while beyond’ the 
shore of the bay, to the south-west, 
stretched the hills of Clare. The little 
boats of the fishermen bobbed up and 
down upon the waters. They could be 
numbered, not by dozens, but by hundreds, 
for Galway Bay is famed for its herring 
fisting. 

As I moved around the deck and 
through the cabin, I discovered that the 
passengers, al] scattered about in little 
groups, spoke in Irish. They were nearly 
all natives of the islands returning from 
Galway, which they visit periodically to 
do their shopping. 


DRESS OF THE ISLANDERS. 


The men, uncouth and 
attired in a kind of moleskin trousers 
and footwear made from the skins of 
animals. The latter are known 
‘““pampooties.’’ As to their head-dress, 
it varied somewhat. A couple of my 
fellow-passengers wore woollen’ caps, 
knitted in different colours, with a tassel 
in the centre of the crown. These looked 
quite comfortable on their heads I 
noticed afterwards that many of the 
fishermen in the vicinity of the islands 
were wearing similar caps. The most 
popular covering of the head, however, 
and the one that is really typical of Aran, 
is the low-crowned, black hat, with an 
unusually broad brim. Readers who have 
seen the staging of Synge’s “ Riders of 
the Sea’’ will remember these hats. The 
Aran women also wear coarse homespuns, 
particularly the flaming red petticoat 
which is characteristic of the extreme 
West. What I remarked in both the men 
and women was the particularly fine set 
of teeth they displayed whenever: they 
laughed. 

After a voyage of two and a half hours 
we were out fully into the open sea. Gal- 
way was twenty miles behind us, and we 
had nearly ten more to travel. The West 
coast of Ireland stood out in all its primi. 
tive grandeur of mountain and rock, the 
twelve cone-shaped mountains of Conne- 
mara rising from the water in blue 
pinnacles. From the opposite deck I saw 
the high cliffs of Clare, keeping up a 
stern and imposing front to the billowing 
Atlantic. 

Leaving to our left Ballyvaughan, a 
quiet harbour on the Clare toast, we 
passed beyond the mouth of the bay into 
the open ocean. When we were but a 
few miles from Inisheer—the smallest of 
the three Aran Islands—the distant 
waters suddenly became dotted with smal! 
black boats. About a mile from Inish 
maan out steamer came to a stand still. 
The little black boats, or ‘“‘curraghs,’’ as 
they are called, surrounded us. Rough, 
pearly-teethed Islanders, in their oddly 
coloured flannel caps, pulled deftly at 
their oars until they had their fleet of 
curraghs drawn tightly against the side 
of the steamer, like a floating dock. What 
was going to happen next, I wondered ’ 
Soon my curiosity was allayed when, as 
it were, the curtain was suddenly raised 
upon a market place. 


MARKETING IN GAELIC. 


Amid a cheerfn! medley of voices, speak- 
ing rapidly in Gaelic, fresh fish was ex- 
changed for groceries. Pound notes were 
taken across the deck, and silver handed 
back in exchanze. Brawny men, their 
red faces moistened with the sea spray, 
scrambled on to our steamer, and threw 
down to their fellow boatimen huge boxes 
and hampers. The .folk below skipped 
from one currach to another, bearing par- 
cels on their shoulders, just as if they 


ferocious fury. 
sharp. It ended in a complete victory for 
the attackers. and in a few minutes the 
cates of the city were opened to the forces 
of the Wahabi nation, waiting outside. 

Within a week all Arabia knew that Ibn 
Sa'ud, a cadet of the royal house of Nejd, 
had thrown off the calling voke of the 
Rashidian rule, too long imposed upon his 
country by the people of Jebel-Shammar, 
and had nroclaimed himself King. So 
was the Wahabi nation reborn. From 
that day to this, the star of Ibn Sa’ud has 
been in the ascendant. . 

Slowly, but surely, he has gained the 
confidence of the neighbouring tribes, 
ebtaining allegianee from them all, often 
in spite of immense difficulties. Where 
peaceful persuasion failed, he, without 
demur, employed the weapon of fire and 
sword. In his twenty-fourth year he took 
the country of Al-Hasa from the Turks, 
and. arming the inhabitants against their 
late masters, counted them amongst his 
followers. 

In much the same way, during the Great 
War. he aided the aims of Britain, while

the British Government was forced to pay 
him a subsidy of £60,000 per annum to 
prevent raids. on the newly-acquired 
territories of Irak, Palestine and Trans- 
jordania. 


KING OF MECCA. 


For a while Ibn Sa’ud remained quiet ; 
but the war-like spirit of his tribe could 
not be checked for long. In 1924 his 
ancient hatred of the Hashimite family 
broke out again, and he declared a Jihad, 
or Holy War, against King Hussein of the 
Hijaz, whom he accused of permitting 
infidel practices in the Holy City of Mecca. 
months Jeddah. Medina, and 
Mecca itself, fell before the onslaught of 
the victorious Wahabi. Hussein fled 
hurriedly to British protection, and Ibn 
Sa’ud proclaimed himself King’ of Mecca, 
Lord of the Arab Lands, and Keeper of 
the Holy Places. Although the whole 
Muslim world was thunderstruck by his 
efirantery, so great was the fear in which 
he was held that no one gainsaid him. 

To-day, in all the vast and uncharted 
steppe-land of Arabia, there is no more 
powerful Sheik than Ibn Sa’ud, Sultan of 
Nejd and head of the Wahabi faith. A 
tall and stately figure, well over six feet 
in height, dressed usually in a mantle oí 
spotless white, over which a flowing brown 
burnous is flung carelessly, he towers 
above his followers. His face, kindly and 
thoughtful, is set with dark and deeply- 
sunken eyes, and adorned by a heavy, 
black moustache and = scanty beard, 
through which his smile flashes readily. 

To his people he is more than a King. 
Thev speak of him as Al-Shuyukh, “the 
all powerful.” - Among his own family 
eirele he is known. after the Arabic 
fashion of referring always to the head of 
the household as the father of his first- 
born son, as “ Abu-Turki ’’—the father 
of Turki. 

His family is large: for he is a man of 
many matrimonial ventures. The law of 
Islam permits him to possess, in addition 
to the unmarried slaves of his harem, as 
many as four wives at anv one time. 
‘Al-Shuyukh, usually has three, and keeps 
the fourth “vacancy “ open. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 


When, as often happens during his 
travels, his eye falls upon some pleasing 
maiden. he. without further ado, weds her 
on the spot. On his return to his capital 
he creates a new vacancy by divorcing the 
least desirable of his three remaining 
wives. Since a wife may be divorced at 
any time by the simple expedient of re- 
peating the prescribed formula, “I 
divorce thee,’’ three times, the process ol 
cbtaining freedom from the marriage bond 
is not a difficult one. In this way [bn 
Sa’ud has had over a hundred legal wives ; 
but, in fairness to him be it said that 
almost all these alliances are contracted 
for the pelitical good of his tribe. 
Marriage between the desert peoples 
ereates a bond of friendship which is in no 
way affected by subsequent divorce. 
Moreover, as the discarded wile is always 
housed and provided for by her royal 
divorcer, she has little reason to com- 
plain—or, at any rate, never does so. 

The power of this Napoleon of the 
desert lies not so much in his own com- 
manding personality, or in his policy of 
reconciling opposing families by _inter- 
marrying with them and forming con- 
federations of Arabs, as in the fact that 
he controls the most puritan and war- 
like of all the Muslim sects. Asa direct 
descendant of Mahomed Abdul Ibn 
Wahab. who founded the Wahabite 
relicion towards the end of the seventeenth 
century, and whose daughter became the 
wife of the Sheik of Riadh, thus allying 
the new religion with an ancient house, 
Ibn Sa’ud uses every endeavour to 
propagate. the Wahabi creed among the 
various peoples of Arabia. 


PERFECT SIMPLICITY. 


At Riadh, his capital, to which only 
some half-dozen Europeans have pene- 
trated, the Mufawwa, or teachers, and the 
Ulama, learned men, prepare the [khiran, 
or members of the Inner Circle of the 
Wahabi. and send them out into the 
desert to live amongst the nomad tribes 
and convert them. Here, too, the 
Talamidh. or .Wahabi neophytes, are in- 
structed in the religious code. 

The creed abhors all luxury and indul- 
gence, and commands that the faithful 
shall live a life of abstinence and self- 
abasement. Richness of dress, and the 
use of gold, silk, jewels, tobacco and wine, 
are forbidden. Perfect simplicity is en- 
joined in al] things, even in religious 
observances. The usage of the rosary for 
instance, employed throughout Islam for 
counting the decades of prayers, is banned 
by the Wahabis, who count upon theit 
knuckles instead. 

A fearless and fanatical. tribe, the 
Wahabis are a powér with whom to reckon. 
Woe betide the unfortunate Mahomedan 
er Jéw who falls into the hands of a 
Gom, or raiding party; for all unbelievers 
are instantly put to death. From Aden to 
Aleppo Ahe W ahabi are feared and 
dreaded, and their reckless bravery is a 
byword in the desert. Every warrior 
regards himself as a messenger of Allah, 
and immediate entrance in heaven is 
romised to soldiers who die in battle. 
The Wahabi will tell you that the souls of 
“dead fighters ae provided with a written 

e signe by Mahomed Abdul Ibn

Belfast itself reminded me of the 
Limerick of the pre-Shannon days, where 
Dr. Tyrrell declared ‘‘ you could see a 
bittern standing on one lez in the middle 
of the town at midday.’’ I have never 
the Northern’ capital so deserted. 
Many of the shops had notices stating that 
they would not be open until 6 p.m., and 
the others might have followed suit for all 
There pro- 
bably were more traffic and pedestrians in 
the streets when I made my way to the 
station yesterday morning than when I 
arrived last Saturday. 

The race itself was exciting, and I must 
take off my hat to all those responsible for 
the organisation. Nothing seemed to have 
been overlooked, and the Post Office 
officials, who had converted a huge 
marquee into a temporary general post- 
office, with special lines to Dublin and 
every big town in Great Britain, handled 
a great mass of Press reports most 
expeditiously. 


Ghe English National Gallery.

LONDON, Saturday. 

There were one or two unusual features 
about. Sir Nigel Playfair’s production of 
Oliver Goldsmith’s “ She Stoops to Conquer, . 
at the Lyric, Hammersmith. Kate Hard- 
castle sings a song, “When Shall I Marry 
Me,” which was written by Goldsmith, and 
which was omitted from the original produc- 
tion in 1773, because Mrs. Bulley, the 
original Kate Hardcastle, was not a vocalist. 
This is the first time it has been included 
in. any The words are delightful, 
and Marie Ney. the charming Miss Hard- 
castle of Sir Nigel's present production, 
renders it wnerfectly. Miss Ney’s singing 
voice is as pleasant as her speaking one, and 
that is saying a good deal. Both the epilogue 
written by Goldsmith’s great friend Cradock, 
and the prologue written by David Garrick, 
are included in this revival. 

The producer has omitted much of the 
traditional ‘‘ business,” which in the past has 
onlv served to obscure the wit and dexterous 
devices of this sparkling comedy, and I found 
mvself enjoying its humorous artificialities as 


never before. 

The cast was a very good one. Miss Marie 
Nev as Kate. is a bewitchingly roguish young 
person, with an exquisite sense of humour, 
and,-as I have already stated. a really charm- 
ing -voice. Mr. Brian Ahern struggled 
gallantly with the contradictory sides of 
young Marlow’s nature. and, considering the 
meonsistencies of the character, he did very 
well, Mr. Hay Petrie contributed a 
quietly perfect, performance as old Hard- 
castle, whose indignation at having his home 
used as an inn is so excusable. He is not too 
“peppery. and the characterisation is a par- 
ticularly sound one, Miss Renee De Vaux 
and Miss Yvonne Rorie are good as Mrs 
Hardcastle and Miss Neville, and Sir Nigel 
Playfair is a high-spirited, mischievous Tony 
Lumpkin, not quite as uncouth as the text 
will lead one to believe, but well in key with 
the rest of the performance. Altogether it 
is a thoroughly enjoyable revival.

mark of their appreciation of his twenty 
vears’ service in the Kilrush Life-Savin» 
Company 

Referring to the work of the Life-Savine 
Companies, Superintendent McQuillan said 
that the Companies were established in the 
year 1870 to rescue the crews of shipwrecked 
vessels by means of the rocket apparatus. 
The number of lives that have been saved 
by this means in Ireland and Great Britain 
is between tweive and thirteen thousand. 
Also assistance has been rendered to a large 
number of vessels in distress. During th 
vear 1927, 168 lives were saved hy means of 
the rocket Ireland and Great 
Britain. When the disaster to the fishinz 
fleet took place at Cleggan, in Galway, last 
October, the local company of the volunteers 
immediately proceeded to search the coast in 
order to render assistance. They supplied 
lanterns, lifebelts and lifelines from their 
equipment to the people engaged in the 
search, and they themselves patrolled the 
coast for three nights following the disaster 
in an endeavour to recover the bodies. The 
first body washed ashore was recovered by 
one of these men, :

CONDEMNED SCHOOLS. 


With the commencement of the new 
school session in a few weeks’ time many 
parents in County Clare will find them- 
nfronted with serious difficulties. 
have been made concerning 
the sanitation of the national schools in 
many rural districts of the Banner 
County, and the County Board of Health 
has directed the dispensary doctors, as 
local medical officers, to report on the 
sanitary condition of the schools in their 
areas. The reports now have been laid 
before a meeting of the Board, and, 
except as regards the school at Ruan, 
they are generally unsatisfactory ; in some 
twenty they revealed a state of 
affairs so that the Board issued 
instructions to have the schools closed if 
the necessary improvements in sanitation 
were not effected within a month. \ copy 
of the report of the medical officer in each 
case, together with the order of the 
Board. has been forwarded to the 
managers of the schools concerned. 
managers, however, only a 
allowance for heating and internal 
ing, and apparently there is no provision 
for external cleaning and sanitation, so 
that a serious situation is likely to arise. 
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MILK PERILS.

After what must rank as one of the very 
finest’ contests in motoring history, the Inter- 
national lourist Trophy Car Race, held by 
the Royal Automobile Club on the now 
famous Ards circuit, near Belfast, terminated 
in a thrilling finish by the victory of Kave 
Don, driving a British built Lea-Francis car.

_ Everyone connected with the great race is 
to be congratulated on the result. The roads 
practically perfect, the weather was 
ideal, the racing could not be surpassed any- 
where, there were no serious accidents, the 
organisation was as near perfection as human 
means could make it, the handicapping was, 
on the whole, very fair, and tremendous 
crowds lined the route and filled the manv 
stands. é 
(he police marshalling of the course was 
extraordinarily efficient—there was a police- 
man for every ten yards of the course—and 
he trafhe arrangements were first-class. It 
was estimated that half a million people wit- 
nessed the race, and it is no exaggeration to 
state that they were thrilled throughout. the 
whole six hours for which the event lasted. 
The race was run over 30 laps of a 13% 
mile circuit of approximately triangular form, 
which included long straight stretches, ‘‘ hair- 
pin ” corners, sinuous winding sections, and 
moderate gradients. Forty-five cars started, 
handicaps being allotted according to the 
horse-power of the engines. The smallest car 
in the race, an Austin Seven. received 5 laps 
start; cars with engines whose capacity was 
between 750 c.c. and 1,100 c.c.. received 3 
between 1,100 c.c. and 2,000 c.c. 2 
between 2,000 c.c. and 3,000 c.c., 1

to complete the full 30 laps. In every ace 
the cars were specially tuned sports models, 
and not freak racing models. 


THE START. 
The massed start was a tremendously i:n- 
pressive spectacle. As the siarter’s fiag 
dropped, the long line of drivers and 


mechanics—clad for the most part in close- 
fitting white overalls—rushed across the road 
in front of the grand stand to their cars. set 
obliquely by the “pits.” In an incredibly 
shart space of time the hoods were raised and 
the engines started by the electric strters. 

One after another, and sometimes in 
bunches of twos or threes, the cars shot 
off down the road with a crescendo rattle of 
exhausts, leaving a cloud of mingled dust and 
smoke in their wake. Two or three lingered ; 
G. C. Strachan (1,020 c.c. Gwynne) tore away 
after the crowd, with Sub.-Lt. P. Ross 
(Frazer. Nash) a considerable time after him, 
and E. Burt (Frazer-Nash) nearly 5 minutes 
the flag had fallen. 

[hen the crowd settled down to watch for 
the first car to come round. Suddenly a 
shout went up, and No. 53—a_ Bentley, 
driven by H. R. 8. Birkin—roared past the 
timing box, just 12 mins. 35 secs. from the 
Start. 

Hot in his tracks came Viscount Curzon 
(Bugatti)\—obviously a favourite with the 


crowd—H. W. Cook (Bentley), H. W. Purdy

followed Malcolm Campbell (Bugatti), Kaye 
Don (Lea-Francis), and a good way behind 
C. M. Harvey (Alvis), C. 8. Staniland

mins. 20 seconds for the opening Jap, which, 
of course, included erecting the hood and 
starting the engine. 

THE AUSTIN. 

The only representative of 
family was a little “seven,” driven by J. 
D. Barnes, and bearing the number “1.” It 
required 195 mins. for the first circuit; but 
it was by no means the last of the field; for 
several—if not fallen—were at least delayed 
by the wayside. 

Suddenly Birkin, on the big Bentley, went 
through again, still leading, his time for the 
second lap being 12 mins. 3 secs.—just what 
the handicappers expected him to do, but his 
hood must undoubtedly be slowing him a 
little. Still behind him were Viscount 
Curzon, H. W. Cook, and, after a_ short 
interval, H. W. Purdy, on the very speedy

As every car completed its second lap it 
pulled up opposite its ‘‘pit.”’ driver and 
mechanic leapt out, and furled the hood, and 
the car shot off once again, untramelled by 
the wind-catching erection. 

CAMPBELL’S CAR ON FIRE. 

One car, however, did not shoot off. It 
was Campbell’s Bugatti, the prime favourite 
for the race. As it came to a stop just 
past the end of the grand stand, flames were 


seen leaping from under its tail. Report had 
it that the trouble started at Dundonald, 
due to a leak in the petro! tank. The instant 
the car stopped the flames enveloped the tail 
of the car, and in a very few seconds there 
was a blazing fire, with dense clouds of 
smoke pouring upwards, 

Temporarily the progress of the race was 
neglected by the crowd, as attendants with 
fire extinguishers rushed into action on the 
blazing car. So fierce was the conflagration 
that the chemical streams were completely 
ineffective. Small hand appliances were used, 
larger cylinders were used, and even a for. 
midable looking extinguisher on wheels, Boy 
Scouts rushed from every direction with addi- 
tional supplies of extinguishers. All they 
could accomplish was to swell the cloud of 
acrid smoke. 

Meantime the car had been dra ced off the 
roadway through an adjoining field gateway, 
and Captain Campbell was makin despairing 
efforts to save his mount. Neither the fire 
extinguishers nor the flames could drive him 
back, but his friends dragged him away from 
the holocaust. á 

Never was a car more completely gutted 
by fire. It must have been nearly half an 
hour before the last of the petrol had burned 
itself away. } 

The race still went on, the cars hurtling after 
one another down the road. Occasionally the 
crowd were treated to thrilling duels as two, 
or even three, cars roared down in close 
company, striving for the lead before the 
following bend in the road. 

Owing to the system of handicapping, the 
leaders at the end of the first five laps—ap- 
proximately 68 miles—were> Barnes (Austin), 
Staniland (Riley) and Gallop (Riley), followed 
by three other Rilevs. 2

Twelve hundred police kept the course 
clear, and the prescribed traffic regulations 
were well observed, although a few people 
crossed the road at intervals between the 
cars.

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In the Government car were the Prime 
Minister (Viscount Craigavon), the Right 
Hon. H. M. Pollock, D.L., M.P., Minister of 
Finance, and the Right Hon. Sir Dawson 
Bates, M.P., the Minister of Home Affairs. 

After the arrival of the Governors party 
the official car, with Mr. K. Lee Guinness, 
himself a famous racing driver, at the wheel, 
and accompanied by County Inspector Harri- 
son, R.A.C., left to close the road to all 
traffic. The car took 15 minutes to complete 
the circuit. 

At the start the hoods of the cars were 
erected in a remarkably short time, and in a 
few seconds the roar of the forty cars an- 
nounced that they were off. 

T. H. Aldington in the Frager Nash was 
the last to get away in a cloud of smake, 
indicating over-oiling. Just as he got clear 
it was announced that Cooke on his Bentley 
had reached Newtownards, covering the three 
miles in a little over two minutes. 

Captain Campbell’s car went on fire at the 
end of the second lap as it drew up into the 
pit. It blazed furiously, and the captain’s 
main anxiety was to save the engine. Later 
he occupied a seat, and watched part of the 
rest of the race. 

Lord Curzon had covered more than half 
the distance in 2 hrs. 52 mins. 49 secs. before 
he had to drop out owing to the broken 
petrol pipe. Captain Campbell helped him 
to push the car into the pa Pad 


Mr. Kaye Don was leading at the 20th 
lap, with H. W. Purdy (Alvis) a close 
second. 


There was again a fierce tussle between 
the Bentley and Stutz cars, which met on 
many former occasions at Le Mans and other 
Continental venues. 

Towards the close the duel between Don 
and Cushman was the most exciting feature 
of the race. The Alvis driver was only 
23 secs. behind Don at the end of the 28th 
lap, which meant that he had gained 14 secs. 
in the previous circuit. He was overhauling 
Kaye Don, but had a set-back when he spun 
round at the Dundonald bend. 

It is estimated that at least 1,000 Free 
State motorists passed through Newry for 
the race. Customs officers were on duty. till 
midnight and resumed at five o'clock Jast 
Saturday morning. There was a continuous 
stream of cars and motor bicycles passing 
through the town throughout the night.

A GOOD HANDICAP. 
While the result of the handicap confirmed 
the generally accepted opinion icrmed on 
publication of the conditions of the race that 
a car of moderate horse-power would win the 
event, those who were responsible for the 
handicapping have no reason to be dissatisfied 
with the result of their estimates. A differ- 
ence of less than ten minutes between cars 
of 1,500 c.c. and 3,000 c.c. at the end of a 
race of 410 miles is quite good handicapping, 
while the best of the 4,000 c.c. class was Jess 
than four minutes behind the best of the 
3,000 c.c. class. 
The accuracy with which the handicap was 
calculated was indicated by the fact that the 
race took exactly the time which it was com- 
puted would be occupied. The handicappers 
estimated that the winning car would pass 
the finishing line six hours after the start. 
Kaye Don’s Lea-Francis passed over the line 
in front of the timekeepers’ box at ó minutes 
43 seconds less. He may be said to have 
beaten the handicappers’ calculations to that 
extent. An error of a little over 200 seconds 
in six hours may be regarded as permissible. 


THOSE FIRE EXTINGUISHERS. 

Apart from the race itself, the most ex- 
citing incident of the day was the destruction 
by fire of Malcolm Campbell’s Bugatti car in 
front of the pits. Such a fierce conflagration 
has seldom been seen at a race or race meet- 
ing. Despite the efforts of an army of fire 
extinguishing experts, aided (and hindered) 
by a no less numerous band of amateurs, 
the car was reduced to complete scrap. 
Campbell discovered that the car was alight 
when he rounded the Dundonald hairpin, 
about two miles from the pits. Realising that 
it would be hopeless to attempt to extinguish 
the flames without assistance, he drove on to 
his pit at the end of the stand.. When he 
stopped most people concluded he had done 
so to let down his hood at the end of the 
second lap, as the conditions of the race 
required. The flames immediately rose toa 
height of ten or twelve feet, 
The complete destruction of the car, de- 
spite the amount of chemical extinguishing 
liquid which was applied to it, was the 
worst. advertisement chemical extinguishers 
have received since it was discovered that 
they formed the only effective method of 
dealing with a petrol fire. The thousands of 
motorists who witnessed the fire will pro- 
bably share the opinion that the accident 
makes a fire insurance policy covering all 
risks more essential than ever. 


THE “ MASS" START. 

The experiment of a “mass ” start proved 
very successful, and the race of the drivers 
and their mechanics across the road was one 
of the most amusing features of the day. 
Dressed in white overalls, as most of them 
were, they stood on their marks as sprinters 
in a hundred yards race, dashing across the 
road at the sound of the maroon. It was 
probably the only part of the race for which 
they had not ‘‘trained.”” As was expected, 
some of them performed the operation of 
erecting the hood more quickly than others, 
and all the cars got away without a sem- 
blance of confusion or risk. 

Those who paid high prices for the seats 
on the R.A.C. stand had a distinct grievance 
against the club. Had the latter attempted 
to select the worst position on the course 
they could not have been more successful. 
When one knows the manner in which money 
was caused to flow, as if it were water, in 
the making of the general arrangements for 
the race, it is astonishing to learn that the 
selection of the site of the stand was due to 
the ground being offered to the club as a 
gift. It may be unkind to look a gift horse 
in the mouth; but those who paid high

future. Unhappily, this determination 
still must be blunted for many who dwell 
in the Irish Free State by taxes which 
cause the Dublin citizen to be charged so 
much more heavily for motor vehicles 
and accessories than the citizen of Belfast 
is charged. If the early substitution of a 
petrol tax for an import tax on cars and 
parts were announced, a remarkable spurt 
in the demand for motor cars in the Free 
State would follow.

So highly organised 
has long distance motor transport already 
become that the big motor omnibus com- 
panies in England are building dépéts or 
stations which serve as waiting and 
refreshment rooms for their passengers at 
the termini and at intermediate stages of 
the runs. The second remarkable announce- 
ment was that the English railway com- 
panies had decided to make all-round 
reductions of their passenger fares. Hence- 
forth week-end and other excursions will be 
made at far lower cost than ever before. 
Cheaper rates are promised for many kinds 
of goods transport. Experiments are being 
carried out with new types of locomotive 
and with wonderful new cranes, which 
transport the loads of road vehicles to 
railway trucks in a single operation. 
Special vans are being provided for the 
transport of Irish butter, whereby the 
arrival of the butter in the best possible 
condition is assured. Similar arrange- 
ments are being: made for the transport of 
fish, milk, flowers and vegetables. 

Not least, however, among the measures 
which the railway companies are adopting 
in order to grapple effectively with the 
new competition is the running of road 
services under their own control. Parlia- 
ment recently extended to the railway 
companies the right to run road services. 
Naturally, the companies have no desire 
to be burdened with the expense of a large 
number of road vehicles which would dupli- 
cate their services by rail. They never could 
run car against car for every private 
omnibus undertaking. On the 
other hand, they are finding means 
actually to increase rajl. transport by the 
judicious use of omnibuses, which serve as 
feeders. On the London, Midland and 
Scottish system some two hundred rail- 


head centres have been astablished. at |

which collection and delivéry are concen- 
trated. Motor vehicles circulate in the 
every centre, bringing 
passengers and goods to the railway for 
transmission to distant destinations, or 
distributing them on completion of long 
rail journeys. The entire region between 
Holyhead and Chester is covered by a net- 
work of motor services, so that little 
villages in Anglesey, far from the rail- 
road, have what virtually is door-to-door 
communication with similar places in 
Cheshire. When this system has been 
brought to its full pitch of elaboration, 
transport will possess a range and 
flexibility never before known. While 
both road and rail transport agencies thus 
gird themselves for intensified competi- 
tion, signs of a possible settlement by 
agreement appear. Competition cannot 
but be wasteful. Recently the rail- 
way carried passengers to Stratford and 
handed them to a motor-coach company 
for a tour of the Shakespeare country. 
Other cases of co-operation in this manner 
are reported. Here lies the way to an 
economic national transport system.

Farmers and Tariffs. 


Mr. Hoover has accepted the Republican 
nomination for the Presidency of the 
United States, and has announced his 
policy in a formal speech. On Wednesday, 
at Albany, Governor Smith will reply 
with a statement of Democratic policy. 
Thereafter the electoral campaign will be 
furiously active until the issue is decided 
eleven weeks hence by the votes of 
120,000,000 citizens. It is unlikely that 
any essential difference will be found 
between the rival programmes. To-day 
there is only one American policy in 
foreign affairs; high tariffs hold the 
allegiance of both parties, and, despite 
Mr. Smith’s personal views on the subject,

ture may provoke the liveliest discussions 
during the coming weeks. Mr. Hoover 
admits that relief for farmers constitutes 
America’s most urgent problem. Agri- 
culture languishes in the world’s richest 
country; many of the largest grain- 
growers are faced with bankruptcy, and 
huge areas of less fertile land are falling 
out of cultivation. Irish and English 
farmers are wont to pity themselves, but 
they have not reached those depths of 
depression in which the American 
industry seems to be submerged. 
in the last four years Congress has passed 
a measure for the stabilisation of grain 
prices by means of a Federal fund. On 
both occasions President Coolidge vetoed 
the measure, with the that 
thousands of Republican farmers in the 
Middle West threaten to become 
Democrats. Mr. Hoover could not ignore 
this danger, and his electoral programme 
includes various boons for farmers. While 
he proposes to develop inland waterways, 
to reorganise the marketing system and 
to reduce railway rates, he insists that 
“an adequate tariff is the foundation of 
farm relief.” Thus the farmer, already 
protected highly, receives a promise of yet 
higher protection; but surely protection 
for everybody would be protection for 
nobody. On this point the Washington 
Correspondent of The Times observes that 
before the special privilege of the manu- 
industries is destroyed “big 
be heard from in no 
uncertain terms.” Mr. Smith’s rejoinder 
to Mr. Hoover's bid for the agricultural 
vote will be interesting. It would appear 
that, if he is unwilling to promise an even 
loftier tariff wall to the farmers, he must 
commit himself to the principle of a vast 
subsidy from Federal funds. In England 
to-day there is much talk of tariffs for 
agriculture, but the American farmers’ 
plight seems to offer a useful object- 
lesson. American agriculture enjoys all 
the alleged advantages of strict protec- 
tion. The farmer has an enormous 
market; foreign foodstuffs taxed 
heavily or are excluded altogether; the 
Government is lavish of roads, irrigation 
schemes and other public works for his 
benefit. Yet many thousands of farmers 
are on the verge of ruin, and there is an 
increasing flight of farm labour to the 
cities and towns. American agriculture, 
therefore, may find little comfort in Mr. 
Hoover's promise of further and steeper 
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revisions in the tariff laws. 


Speaking Films. 

Tew people can be indifferent to the 
the cinematograph in these 
days when nearly everybody frequents 
“the pictures” We were beginning to 
think that Hollywood had become less 
flamboyant in its assurance, almost 
humble in its attitude towards the past 
of Europe and Asia, and slightly more 
literate; but now, as it seems, we must 
begin anew as film critics. The progress 
which has been made—considerable 
progress on the technical side—must 
count for nothing. America leads the 
world in film-making, and high finance 
film-making in America. The 
master minds of the industry have 
decided that the mere “movie’’ is a 
thing of the past, and it is a case ol 
fling out the old, drag in the new. The 
latest departure is the talking picture. 
It appears to be an axiom with the 
celluloid barons that nothing which 
begins to accumulate birthdays can be 
good. The silent drama—how often have 
we rejoiced that, at all events, it really 
was silent!—has given us one or two 
things that could be remembered with 
satisfaction. It has given us the mimicry 
of Mr. Chaplin, the athletics of Mr. 
Fairbanks, and pathos which rises above 
“ sob-stuff ” from Herr Jannings. These 
actors probably can afford to respect their 
special talents, but new “stars” must 
sound, as well as shine. They must roar 
like the lion in “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream ” for patrons less kindly than 
Duke Theseus. The curious thing about 
this new movement is the assumption 
that a picture, however bad, with sound 
is better than a picture, however good, 
without it. Organised efforts are being 
made in the United States to induce 
theatres. to instal the necessary 
mechanism for noise production. The 
silent films have been circulated through- 
out the world; but it is difficult to see 
how the talking films will overcome the 
little difficulty that perplexed the builders 
of Babel. 
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The World’s Timber. 


The tenth report of the Imperial 
Economic Committee deals with imperial 
timber resources. Timber, next to cotton 
and wool, is the most valuable import of 
raw material into Great Britain. In 1927 
about £50,000,000 worth of timber was im- 
ported, of which roughly only one-tentlr 
came from within the Empire. Nelson 
and his captains would not have cared to 
think that this imported timber included 
£2,000,000 worth of oak. Timber is 
divided for practical purposes into “ soft- 
woods’’ and ‘‘hardwoods.'’ ‘Softwoods” 
are used in ordinary building and for 
wood-pulp. ‘Hardwoods “” are used for 
flooring, for furniture and, generally, for 
purposes which demand durability. It is 
the supply of “softwoods’’ that causes 
most anxiety to forestry experts. Alarms 
are raised from time to time that, at the 
present rate of destruction, the world’s 
timber resources soon will be exhausted ; 
and these fears, indeed, are well grounded. 
It has been said that the quantity of 
timber used in the world at present 
amounts to eight times the annual 
growth ; yet the Committee has not noticed 
much anxiety in the timber trade in 
Britain. It thinks that the trade may have 
been “ lulled into a feeling of security for 
the future which the position may not 
warrant.” Only 5.4 per cent. of the 
timber consumed annually in Great 
Britain. and Northern Ireland is home- 
grown. The Committee believes that the 
Empire’s timber resources can be so de- 
veloped as to become vastly more im- 
portant than they are at present. The 
problem is not so much one of distance as 
of organisation. There is a potential 
wealth of ‘‘hardwoods’’ in the Empire, 
especially in India, and British Columbia 
has immense resources of ‘‘ softwood “ ; but 
the Canadian timber trade at present is 
confined largely to the American market.

MAJOR LAWLOR’S VISION 

PLAY. 

The story of the Games, as told by Major 
A. T. Lawlor in his vision play of Queen 
Tailte, was enthusiastically received by a 
big audience at the Theatre Royal last night. 
The form of the play—told by a narrator in 
aislingi, or visions, each followed out 
in rhythmic motion, groupings and action to 
suggest the text—is very distinctive and opens 
up a new field of dramatic venture. It has 
the bardic force of perpetuating tradition, 
as was evident last night, and several dis- 
tinguished visitors to the Games were loud 
in its praise as a medium of heroic drama. 
Miss Eileen Crowe was the narrator last 
night, giving the fine lines with sure poeti: 
instinct and sensitive’ nuanées of feeling. Miss 
Crowe has the essentially satisfying quality 
of harmony, and voice, dress and bearing 
were in artistic relation to the story. Sup- 
porting her, something after the manner of 
the Greek chorus, were Mr. Michael Dolan 
and Mr. J. F. MacCormack—a trio hard to 
beat for musical utterance and power of sub- 
gestion. 

The story tells of the fall-of the Firbolg 
race through the Druid curse upon Eochaidh 
MacErc; of the coming of the Tuatha de 
Danaan; of the origin of the harp and the 
loves of Eochaidh Garbh; of the fosterage 
of Lugh. and, lastly, Lugh’s proclamation of 
the Games at the burial of Queen Tailte. 
These made for picturesque scenes of ancient 
days glowing with barbaric colour and 
vitality. The return from the chase was 
especially realistic, the huntsmen bearing a real 
stag hanging from stout poles, while others led 
some nalf-dozen magnificent Irish wolfhounds, 
whose noble bearing created something 
of a furore in the audience. These splen 
did creatures were kindly offered to Madame 
Rock by the Association of Irish Wolfhound 
Breeders, through the Hon. Secretary, Mr. 
H. E. Purcell, Beverston, Dundrum. 

The play was uniformly well staged and 
presented, and Madame Rock is to be com- 

limented on the success of her work. Miss 
Nas Rock made a Queen Tailte of eloquent 
grace of gesture and pose, whether against 
Eochaidh MacEre (a powerful study by H. 
Delamere) or in the exquisite harp scene, 
where Michael Scott was an ideal Eochaidh 
Garbh in physique and romantic appeal. ‘This 
clever actor also played Lugh (the King) and 
almost as clever in its way was the young 
Lugh of the child-actor Audrey Smith. 
The two champions, Breas and Sreng 
(Messrs. Murphy and T. O’Kelly respectively) 
made great play at the combat, and Ciau’s 
(J. Hughes) difficult entrance with Lugh was 
very dramatic. The Beansidhe (E. Moriarty), 
Spirit of the Curse (V. Dooge) and Sidhe 
Gaoithe (N. Tully) were happily. suggested, 
the latter’s dance a lovely classical episode. 
N. Dowling, N. Tully, V. Stirley, F. Mullet, 
C. O'Toole (versatile in by-play), M. Lawlor, 
F. Moriarty, A. Lawlor, V. Johnston, D. 
Sears, J. J. Kenny, J. Higginbotham, D. J. 
Lawlor may be mentioned from a strong cast. 

The music, conducted by Mr. Vincent 
O’Brien, was a particular feature of the 
Vision Play. One would have liked a larger 
orchestra. but Mr. ©’Brien’s little body of 
musicians gave the specially written accom- 
paniments to the tableaux with great distinc- 
tion. The performance was an outstanding 
success. It is a very pleasant annotation of 
Aonach Tailteann.

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‘| certainly think it extremely appropriate 
that a quarter scale model of the Bremen 
machine, which made the first rion-stop flight 
across the Atlantic, from Baldonnel Aero- 
drome to Greenly Island, should be presented 
to Ireland’s National Museum—in the same 
way as the aeroplane itself, with its original 
equipment, as far as it was possible to do it, 
has been offered to the New York Museum 
by Baron von Huenfeld. 

"*T certainly think that we should also 
erect two stone memorials in this country, 
one to commemorate the first. West to East 
flight made by the late Sir John Alcock and 
Sir J. Whitton-Brown in 1919, from St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, to Clifden, in Gal- 
way ; and one at Baldonnel, where the Bremen 
started on her flight from East to West.” | 

This opinion was expressed by Colonel Fitz- 
maurice, Chief of the Free State Air Force, 
to an ZJ/rish Times representative on 
Satuyday evening last when he was 
shown" a copy of the letter addressed 
by Ambassador Jacob Gould Schurman, 
to Baron Huenfeld, acknowledging his offer 
of the ‘“‘Bremen” machine to the New 
York Museum. | 

“We discussed this matter in New York, 
and all three oí us—Baron Huenfeld, Captain 
Kohl and myself—and it was there practi- 
cally decided, that this offer would be made,’ 
said Colonel Fitzmaurice, “so that it does 
not come as any surprise to me.” 


A MODEL FOR DUBLIN. 

With regard to the suggestion that a 
replica, or a model of the “' Bremen ” might 
be made to the National Museum in Dublin, 
Colonel Fitzmaurice said: “ There may be 
a little difficulty. Even a quarter-sized 
model would cost money, not a great deal, 
perhaps, and the model would. necessarily 
have to be made by the builders of the 
‘Bremen,’ Messrs. Jenkins, of Dessan, Ger- 
many. That is not an insuperable difficulty 
at all, because in the case of the model, it 
would not involve the inclusion of all the 
actual instruments included in the equip- 
ment of the ‘Bremen’ herself. 

“Even the original machine, I understand 
from the Press, suffered badly, through parts 
being taken away by troops of souvenir hun- 
ters who came on the scene at Greenly-Island. 
There was just one mechanic left in charge 
at first, and it was then that the depredations 
took place, until the North-West Mounted 
Police got down and took charge of things. 
Therefore, I think that the machine to be 
presented to the New York Museum would 
not be presented as the complete 
Bremen, as it. left Ireland, but as 
complete as it was possible to make it; 
seeing that probably some of the instruments 
and other vital parts may have come into the 
possession of the souvenir hunters. Any of 
these missing parts should be replaced by 
exactly similar parts if the machine is to be 
of any historic value. i 

We need not be so precise, however, in 
the case of the model—if it becomes possible 
to procure one—for the National Museum 
here. but I think it would be only right and 
proper that a model should be procured, and 
presented to our National Museum, to let 
future generations of our people see the kind 
of aeroplane that made the first successful 
flicht across the Atlantic from East to West. 

“T certainly will support any efiort that 
mav be made to achieve this,” said Colonel 
Fitzmaurice. “It ought not to be it to 
individual effort, either. It is more a national 
question, and I have no doubt that the public 
will play its part in the matter, Our museum 
should possess such a model, and I believe 
that it will only be necessary to put the idea 
before the public to bring about a successful 


result.” 


THE STONE MEMORIALS. — 

It was then that Colonel Fitzmaurice ex- 
pressed the opinion that stone memorials 
should be erected at Clifden, Co. Galway, to 
commemorate the landing spot on the west- 
to-east flight of Sir John Alcock and Sir J. 
Whitton Brown in 1919, and at Baldonnel, the 
starting point in 1928 of the non-stop flight, 
east to west, “ because,” he said, “the Cana- 
dian people are erecting a stone memorial at 
Greenly Island, where the ‘ Bremen ’ landed. 
ireland, in my opinion, should put up a me- 
morial, and I will do all that 1 can to help 
forward any movement that may be set afoot 
for this purpose. 

As an afterthou ht, the Colonel added— 
‘Tt might be possible to get some portion of 
the old ‘Bremen’ incorporated in the model 
that may be offered to the Muséum here, as I 
have no doubt that the New York Museum 
authorities would not mind handing over 
some portion which could be replaced easily 
by a similar part.”

APPEAL AGAINST FINE. 

At Rathfarnham District Court on Friday, 
Sergeant Glynn, Inspector of Food and 
Drugs, summoned Mr. Charles Warner, 
Boden Park, Rathfarnham, for having on 
June 25 last sold him two samples of milk, 
one of which, on analysis, was shown to be 
6.7 per cent. deficient of fats, and the other 
10 per cent. deficient of fats. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, K.C., who defended, 
said that the milk was sold as it came from 
the cows. The month of June was ex- 
tremely wet, and he referred to a report from 
the Free State Department of Agriculture, 
in which it was stated that the wet June 
produced a soft growth of grass, and its 
watery condition made it difficult to obtain 
the maximum supply of milk. 

Justice Reddin said that in this case it was 
one of deficiency of fats, and this was not so 
serious as a case of added water. Mr. 
Hughes had quoted the case of Hunt v. 
Richardson, but a man might graze his cow 
out in his back garden and sell the milk 
produced by the cow as good milk. He was 
satisfied that on the Cliff Farm there had 
been improper and deficient feeding of the 
cattle. The deficiency of fats was 10 per 
cent. in that case and he convicted on it. 
He dismissed the other summons, where the 
deficiency was 6.7 per cent. He fined de- 
fendant 20s. and 20s. costs, and one guinea, 
th. public analyst’s fee. 

At the request of Mr. Hughes, the justice 
increased the fine to one guinea, with á view 
of an appeal. 


HERRING CURING IN JULY. 


A summary of herring-curing during the 
month of July, issued by the Free State 
Department of Agriculture, shows that Bun- 
crana exported 6 barrels and 3,973 ‘half- 
barrels, Matje cure, and Killybegs cured and 
exported 277 half-barrels, Matje cure. The 
Howth return shows the following hard cure 
for the month :—La Full, 5 tarrels and 6 half- 
barrels: full, 268 barrels and 99 half-barrels; 
Mat full, 555 barrels ; Mattie, 264 barrels, and 
very small, 15 barrels. The totals for these 
Free State centres were :—1,105 barrels anJ 
382 half-barrels cured, and 7 barrels and 4,250 
half-barrels exported.

Lord Haldane was unmarried. His 
peerage was conferred in 1911. He had 
the Order of Merit, was a Knight of the 
Thistle and a Fellow of the Royal Society. 
For three years he was Rector of Edin- 
burgh University, and he was also Chan- 
cellor of the University of Bristol and an 
Honorary D.C.L. of Oxford. 


SCHOOLS AT

Yesterday afternoon, in the presence of a 
very large attendance of people from Coolock, 
Killester and other districts, the new parish 
schools at (Coolock, near Dublin, were 
opened. They are spacious and well-equipped 
buildings, standing almost centrally between 
Coolock and Killester, and on a new road 
which has been constructed by the Dublin 
County Council. They, like the Killester new 
church, became necessary in view of the 
rapidly increasing population in this area. 

At 2 o’clock a procession was formed in 
the village of Coolock, and proceeded along 
the gaily decorated new road to the schools, 
accompanied by the band of -the Artane 
Schools. In the school grounds a large crowd 
awaited the procession, which was accom- 
panied by the Right Rev. Monsignor Walsh, 
V.G.; the Parish Priest, Very Rev. James 
McCarroll, P.P.,' and the Rev. Edmund 
Cullen, Principal, St. Patrick’s Training Col- 
lege. Mr. P. Bradley, Chief Executive Officer 
to the Free State Board of Primary Educa- 
tion, was present. 

The ceremony of blessing the schools was 
carried out by Monsignor Walsh, who. for- 
mally declared the schools opened, and pre- 
sided at the public meeting which was after- 
wards held. 

PARISH PRIEST’S STATEMENT. 

The Very Rev. J. McCarroll, P.P., briefly 
told of the building of the new church and 
schools, and of the difficulties that had to be 
overcome in order to complete the work. 
The task had been laid upon him by the Arch- 
bishop to provide schools that would accom- 
modate the increased population. He realised 
what a “ tall order ” that was. when he saw 
the resources that were at his command, and 
he knew that he would have to approach the 
Government of the time, through the Right 
Hon. Mr. Roberts, the Minister for Pensions, 
who promised to do what he could, and he 
did. He enlisted the services of Mr. Joseph 
E. Devlin, M.P., and afterwards Mr. Devlin 
was able to tell him in a letter that “‘ it was 
a clear run through,” and so it would have 
been. They were only claiming what was 
due to the people. Houses were built for 
the ex-Service men and their families, 
but other necessary provisions were 
not being made, and it was up to 
him to see that they were made, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Labour Minister, was 
interested, but he went on a mission to South 
Africa, and before he returned that Govern- 
ment went out of office. 

It then became necessary to approach the 
Conservative Government, and Mr. Amery 
was thought to be the man, but he said: 
“ You must go to the Free State Government 
now.” Well, I did go to the Free State 
Governmert, said Father McCarroll, and the 
magnificent schools that you see before you 
are the result. (Applause.) It was not a 
matter of tapping at the back door and a fine 
school being passed out to you. If it were 
not for the fact that we had good friends in 
the Education Department we would be in 
the old Artane school yet. 

They had, he continued, a Minister of 
Education, and through him they were able 
to effect the purpose that they had in view. 
The best thanks of everyone was due to His 
Grace the Archbishop for the help that he 
had given. He had bought the site on which 
the schools stood and had presented it in fee 
to the parish. (Applause.) There was not 
a bit of foreign work or material in the 
whole building, and if the workmanship of it 
was a true sample of Dublin tradesmen’s 
work he was very proud of it. (Applause.) 
Father McCarroll complained of the inade- 
quate allowance made for the annual cost of 
upkeep, heating, etc., which, he said, was 
ouly £11 a year, but expressed his thanks 
to the County Council for the splendid road 
that they bád soe in the neighbourhood. 

Mr. Joseph O'Neill, Chairman, Dublin 
County Council, expressed thanks on behalf 
of the Council for the appreciation shown for 
the work that had been done by them. 

Mr. John J. Murphy, in proposing that the 
expenses of upkeep, heating, repairs, clean- 
ing, etc., be made a State charge and be 
included in the annual education vote, also 
complained of the inadequate amount which 
the Education set aside for 
this purpose. basis

FIVE PERSONS 
RESCUED, 
BLIND MAN'S JUMP FOR 
LIFE.

Exciting fire scenes were witnessed at a 
fire which broke out at the premises of Mr. 
W. Smith, butcher, in High road, Totten- 
ham, London, earty yesterday morning. The 
outbreak was discovered just after four 
o'clock. It evidently began in one of the 

ine rooms above the two shops kept by Mr. 
Smith, and although the Tottenham and 
Edmonton Fire Brigades were quickly on the 
spot, they worked for well over two hours 
and a half before they could get the flames 
We me 

n the meantime five le, includi n 
elderly blind man and uas ciethian,” wears 
rescued from the blazing building, and two 
firemen were injured. The people who were 
rescued were Mr. Smith and his wife, Miss 
Craddock, Mr. Walter Brovghan, aged 69 
the blind man, and Miss Grove. 

All of them were taken to the Prince of 
Wales’s Hospital, but only one, Mr. 
Broughan, was detained. He was suffering 
from burns and shock and injuries to his 
legs and body. Firemen W. Dale and Denton 
were cut about the hands, and were treated 
at the hospital, but were not detained. 


_ THE RESCUES. 

An eye-witness of the rescues gave a vivid 
account of the work of the firemen. “The 
fire,” he said, “had got a good hold on the 
premises by the time that the firemen arrived. 
A small crowd had gathered and people in 
adjoining premises rushed into the street. 

“An elderly man appeared at one of the 
windows, and the firemen threw a hook-ladder 
on to the window-sill. The man began 
groping for the ladder, and much to our 
horror we found that he was blind. He 
eventually got hold of the top of the ladder 
and began sliding down. He only went a 
little distance and then jumped. A sheet was 
held out to caich him. This he missed, but 
he was caught before reaching the ground 
by two firemen. 

“Escapes and hook-ladders were run up 
to other windows, and firemen got the other 
occupants off the premises.”’ 

FIREMEN’S GOOD WORK. 

The alarm was raised by the manager of the 
shop next door. ‘‘I woke up,” he said, “ feel- 
ing that I was “ce suffocated. Smoke was 
coming into my bedroom, and I could hear 
the crackling of fire. I leaned out of my 
window and shouted ‘Fire.’ A policeman 
heard me and gave the alarm. 

“I then grabbed a few clothes and ran into 
the etreet to try to rouse the occupants of 
Mr.. Smith’s shop. I had hardly got down 
‘when the Fire Brigade arrived and rescued the 
five people. The firemen did wonderfully 
well, and but for their promptitude someone 
must have been burned to death.” 

The rooms above the two shops were gutted. 
The flames from the windows were carried by 
a stiff breeze for some distance, but away 
from adjoining premises, and the firemen were 
able to prevent any other shops from becom- 
ing involved.

which spread along the stands and the 
roadside as the big German car, No. 57, 
was seen tearing along at greater speed 
than ever.

laden. 
THE AFTERMATH. 

As one walked. back along the road in 
the track of the crowd there was an extra- 
ordinary trail everywhere of the passing of 
the throng. The grass edging, and fields 
were trampled down, and all over the 
countryside papers and litter were strewn 
about. Many of the fields and the hill- 
sides looked as they would if they had been 
covered with snow, some of which had 
thawed out in patches here and there. 
Everywhere was evidence of the passage of 


a great army, but so far as one could see 


there was no material damage anywhere, 
and the disorder was such as could easily 
be set right. Somebody suggested turning 
on Belfast’s army of unemployed to the 
job of cleaning up the litter, and it did 
not sound a bad idea. 

The return of the crowds from Dun- 
donald was a long procession which was 
witnessed by an equally big crowd lining 
the streets, and later on through the night 
it was virtually impossible to move any- 
where in the centre of the city so great 
were the crowds. 

Thus closed down the c-rtain on Ulster’s 
great racing drama.

Their engineer would tell them all about the 
waterwoks, which was second to none in 
Europe. His friend, Dr. Myles Keogh, was 
a very good citizen, and took a keen interest 
in the public health and public welfare. 
Their splendid waterworks were largely due 
to the imagination of Sir John Grey, whose 
son, one of Dublin’s very prominent public 
men, took a large part in the life of Ireland 
thirty or forty years ago. 

They had had many eminent engineers, but 
none of them was more successful or in- 
dustrious than their present engineer, Mr. 
O’Sullivan. (Applause.) 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that what they saw 
around them was the old and the larger 
works, which supplied the City of Dublin 
and its surroundings with water. The capa- 
city was over three thousand million gallons, 
and the daily consumption was sixteen million 
gallons. Every drop of water was filtered 
before it was sent into the city. It would 
give him much pleasure to take those of them 
that were interested to see the filter beds and 
the valve tower. The tower was one of the 
means by which they drew water from the 
reservoir and lowered it down to the filter 
beds, from which it went to the city. 

The delegates then visited the filter beds 
and valve tower, the working of which was 
explained in detail by Mr. O'Sullivan.

CLAIMANTS. 


REPUBLICAN BONDS 
POSITION,

Almost two hundred thousand subscribers 
to the Irish Republican funds, scattered in 
city and hamlet, oí the United States, cannot 
be located by the receivers of a fund of 
approximately 2,500,000 dollars, which is 
awaiting distribution. 

The troubles of the receivers, Peter J. 
Brady, President of the Federation Bank and 
Trust Co.; J. Edward Murphy, attorney, and 
former Senator John L. Buckley, were re- 
lated to State Supreme Court Justice Curtis 
Peters, and, wpon their representations, the 
jurist extended until December ól next, the 
period for claimants to appear and share in 
the return of a portion of the moneys they 
advanced. Claims filed after this date will 
not be allowed. Counsel for the receivers. 
Shearman and Sterling, applied for additional 
time in the hope that the 300,000 odd bond- 
holders who subscribed to two loans to the 
“Trish Republic’’ might submit their claims 
for liquidation. 

Since their appointment in June, 1927, the 
receivers have searched for the bondholders, 
and in a year received 120,819 claims, 25,838 
letters, and interviewed approximately 12,000 
individuals. The receivers also mailed 36,188 
letters giving directions as to the form of 
presenting claims, and distributed 104,530 
blank forms. Notices were sent to the 
505.678 names appearing on the subscription 
books. 


APPROVED CLAIMS. 


Of the certificates filed by the claimants 
91,344, with an aggregate value of 2,077,965 
dollars, were approved. There remains 36.440 
certificates to be checked, and these represent 
loans aggregating 866,582 dollars. As the 
certificates issued represent a monetary value 
far in excess of the funds in the possession of 
the receivers, the final distribution will have 
to be on a pro rata basis. 

Many of the certificates have Been assigned 
by the original bondholders, and the question 
of the validity ef the assignments is being 
determined by Henry M. Goldfogle, referee. 

A large number of claims have been re- 
ceived by the receivers without the accom- 
panying certificates or receipts. This is in 
part due to the fact that many persons 
who subscribed to the fund in the 
hands of the receivers also _ subscribed 
to other funds, which were from time 
to time raised by Irish republican sym- 
pathisers. As all these subscriptions were 
made more than six years ago, subscribers 
have in many cases become confused as to 
which fund they subscribed to, and conse- 
quently their claims must be checked with 
the official records before being allowed. 


A SINGLE PAYMENT. 


In their petition to Justice Peters, the 
receivers recommended that the distribution 
be made in a single operation, because of the 
large number of claims and the small amount 
of each claim. Advising that no claims he 
recognised after December ól, the receivers 
stated :—‘‘ If claims are continually to be ad- 
mitted after said calculations have once 
begun, the cost of determining the amount 
distributable on each claim will be increased 
out of all proportion to the amounts which 
delaying claimants will be entitled to re 
ceive. 

“The bondholders will have received 
ample notice extending over a year and a 
quarter, and it is doubtful if claims - not 
iled by December 31 next will be 
filed. 

“It is possible,” said the receivers, “ that 
the present or some future Government of 
Ireland may at some time redeem the bond 
certificates by issuing bonds therefor in 
amounts representing the amount unpaid 
thereon, and for this reason it may be neces- 
sary in making distribution to return the 
bond certificates to ‘claimants with the 
amount distributed endorsed thereon. 

“Your receivers have received many re- 
quests from claimants for the return of their 
certificates at the time of distribution so 
endorsed, and believe that these requests can 
properly be complied with, provided the fund 
can be distributed in one operation.”

NEW TREASURY BOND ISSUE, 


THE FUTURE OF COURTAULDS.

The most interesting development in the 
dnancial world last week was the Treasury 
announcement inviting tenders for £35,000,000 
oí 5 p.c. Treasury Bonds redeemable 1933-35 
at a minimum price of 101 per cent. The 
money is required for the purpose of repaying 
the outstgnding balance of 4 p.c. and 5 p.c. 
National War thine, maturing on Seaiamber 
1 next. The offer chiefly concerns the money 
market and big financial institutions. The 
average yield on the bonds is about 43 p.c. 
A similar issue made at the end of last year 
was at the fixed price of 101 for an unlimited 
amount. In regard to this, the option to con- 
vert into 4 p.c. Consols in July last was 
exercised to the extent of £134,000,000 out of 
a total of £217,000,000 of Treasury Bonds 
taken up. Holders of both series will have 
a further opportunity of converting into the 
4 p.c. Consolidated Loan between January 
16th and 31st next on the basis of £114 10s. 
for each £100 nominal of 5 p.c, Treasury 
Bonds surrendered. In some quarters a more 
comprehensive scheme had been expected 
which would have included the £200,000,000 
of National War Bonds and Treasury Bonds 
maturing between April and February next 
vear. 


HOLIDAY MARKETS. 


Those wlio expected more active conditions 
on the Stock Exchange with the end of the 
twenty-one day: account and the opening oí 
a new account running for the customary 
fortnight have been disappointed, Stock 
markets are in the grip of the holiday season, 
and the activity which developed in the more 
speculative departments has been almost 
entirely due to the operations of professionals. 
Those of the outside public who normally take 
an interest in stocks and shares are apparently 
engaged in employing their surplus funds in 
more attractive surroundings than Throg- 
morton street. It is satisfactory, however, 
that the technical position of markets 1s 
healthy, a circumstance that has been 
emphasised during the last few weeks by the 
steady undertone. In foreign bonds a feature 
has been the strength of Chinese issues, and 
in miscellaneous markets electric lighting and 
supply shares and insurance descriptions have 
attracted a good deal of attention, beyond 
which there have been a good many indivi- 
dual features of strength. We have also 
had firmness in oil, mining and rubber shares. 
The dullness in Home Rails has been relieved 
ly renewed buying of Underground issues. 


THE MONETARY FACTOR. 


The holiday season cannot be entirely 
blamed for the paucity of business. The 
position in America is responsible for a con- 
siderable reduction in speculative activity. 
Money rates there have ruled high—a cir- 
cumstance that has been reflected in the 
sterling dollar exchange, the New York rate 
having dipped to the lowest figure since the 
early months of last year. This has led to 
the discussion of the possibility of a further 
advance in the New York rediscount rate, 
but, happily, that movement has not taken 
place yet, and the hope is expressed in the 
City that it will be possible to curb undue 
speculation in Wall. street by other means 
than a rise in the official discount rate there. 
It does not necessarily follow that if the 
New York rate wes further advanced there 
would be a rise in our bank rate, but the 
effect of such a movemert in New York 
would be disturbing, to say the least. As it 
is, the uncertainty of the monetary outlook 
has contributed to the considerable diminu- 
tion of business in those securities in which 
hoth London and New York take an active 
interest. 


COURTAULDS. 


Courtauld shares have: been comparatively 
quiet of late, but this has not prevented the 


price from creeping up from 41 to ar 
which figure the market is oe els A 
market review of the position in the artificial 
silk industry points out that it is not until 
after September or October, when orders for 
spring goods have been placed, that the com- 
pany can gibe wont the results of the year 
are going to be, but it is believed that so 
far the current year, both here and in the 
United States, has been a record one. What 
appear to be well-founded reports refer to a 
reduction by Courtaulds of the price of the 
finer qualities of yarn. A week-end state- 
ment issued by the company, however, says 
that there has not been a general reduction, 
and, apart from minor adjustments, their 
price lists rernain unchanged. In view of the 
plans in ie orn for a further great ex- 
pansion of output, and the plans already 
adopted for further great extensions to ex- 
isting works, evidently the -directors of 
Courtaulds are not pessimistic about the out- 
look. If lower prices should come for the 
product, then this great undertaking will be 
ready with greatly increased productive capa- 
city, not only to meet the widened de- 
mand — which such reductions will 
bring into being, but to maintain and in- 
crease profits by. means of a smaller return 
on increased output. 


OIL SHARES, 


This market has received some support beth 
from New York and Paris, but the business 
on local account has been chiefly of a pro- 
fessional character. It has been sufficient, 
however, to cause a steady improvement in 
prices. As far as can be seen no material 
change has taken place in the position of tue 
commodity. It is true.that compared with a 
year ago there has been some decline in the 
production of crude oil in America, whilst 
the possibility of an increase in the price cf 
= is being discussed. All these factors 
vavé tended to create a feeling of cheerfulness 
regarding the future. The result has been 
seen in a steady rise in prices, the improve- 
ment that has taken place recently being 
indicated in the table appended :— —

THE RUBBER POSITION. 

Interest in the rubber share market has 
been stimulated by the more hopeful views 
regarding the outlook for the commodity. The 
firmness of the market has scarcely been due 
to any increase of business, but to the inquiry 
disclosing a shortage of shares. London 
stocks of the raw material have declined very 
considerably in the last twelve months, the 
position in this respect being completely the 
reverse of that which obtained in the twelve 
months to August last vear. It is anticipated 
that there will be a still further reduction in 
the event of consumption being maintained, 
whilst other factors of an encouraging nature 
are the smaller use which is being made of 
reclaimed rubber and the steady decline in 
world stocks accompanied by a general in- 
crease in world consumption. The outlook 
for the commodity cannot he gauged with 
any degree of accuracy until the restriction 
scheme comes to an end in October. It is 
generally agreed, however, that prospects are 
brighter now than they have been for some 
considerable time past. This has created a 
disposition on the part of holders of rubber 
shares to await events in the hope that higher 
prices will rule when the position becomes 
clearer. Meanwhile it may be noted that 
current prices of many of the leading issues 
are considerably above the lowest points 
touched during the year.

GOOD INCREASE IN PORTER. 


The shipments of porter, ale, etc., from 
Dublin, as officially returned for the period 
9th to 15th August, 1928, inclusive, were 
25,256 standard barrels of 36 gallons, on 
which the declared f.o.b. value for duty was 
£83,996, against 22,928 barrels for the pre- 
vious week, of declared f.o.b, value £76,008. 
For the corresponding week of the first-named 
yeriod of 1927 the shipments of porter from 
Dublin were approximately 24,434 barrels 
standard measure. 

The shipments of plain Irish Free State 
spirits from Dublin for the period 9th to 
15th August, 1928, are officially returned as 
201 proof gallons, of declared £172 f.o.b. 
value, against 2,623 gallons for the previous 
week, on which the declared f.o.b. value was 
£2,811. For the corresponding week of the 
first-named period of 1927 the exports of 
whiskey from Dublin were approximately 37 
gallons.

THE OUTLOOK. 

So many of the leaders of finance are absent 
from the City at this period that it is difficult 
to envisage anything like sustained activity 
in markets.

The Stock Exchange Committee is to be 
congratulated on its decision to refuse per- 
mission to deal in sbares of totalisator com- 
panies until the Betting Control Board has 
decided on the particular machine to he 
used on British racecourses. While the 
decision is, of course, general in character, 
it particularly affected the issue of Totalisa- 
tors, Ltd., to which we (Observer) referred 
last week. . . Meanwhile, the problem 
of dealing with the subscriptions received 
to the issue is a difficult one. The allot- 
ments have been postponed, and it is, of 
course, open to any subscriber to with- 
draw his application, but we are informed 
that oniy a very sinal!l postion of the subscrip- 
tions have been so withdrawn. In con- 
nection with those the cheques for the ap- 
plication money received are being posted 
immediately. Counsel’s opinion 1s being 
sought in view of the almost unprecedented 
nature of the situation, while the Board 
of the company is in close consultation with 
the underwriters. - While the action of the 
Stock Exchange Committee is generally ap- 
proved as a wise measure designed to pro- 
tect the public (says he Sunday Times) 
the question is being asked whether refusal 
to allow dealings in shares will stop with 
totalisator ventures, or will be extended to 
other undertakings equally speculative. Take, 
for instance, companies exploiting patents 
the validity of which is in dispute, or con- 
cerns which, owing to a poor public response 
to their appeals, are thet = to complete their 
contracts with the vendors and carry out 
their original programme. ‘The whole ques- 
tion bristles with difficulties, and a clear 
statement by the Committee as to their 
future intentions would be welcome, and, 
perhaps, reassuring. 


STATISTICS OF AUTOMOBILE 
PRODUCTION. 

The United States Department of Com- 
merce estimates the omid’s production of 
automabiles in 1928 at 4,838,730 units, The 
world’s output in 1927 was 4,152,267 units, 
of which the United States and Canada, 
producing 3,394,255 units and 179,426 units, 
respectively, accounted for 86 per cent., as 
compared with 89.5 per cent. in 1926. The 
United Kingdom produced last year 231,920 
units, representing a gain of nearly one-sixth 
over 1926. ‘The French output amounted to 
190.000 units, the German and Italian to 
72,000 and 54,559, respectively. The De- 
partment estimate forecasts for the leading 
manufacturing countries the following totals 
in 1928 :—United States, 4,000,000 ; Canada, 
200,000; Great Britain, 250.000; France, 
900.000; Germany, 91,000; and Italy, 55,000. 
The increase in world-registration figures last 
year represented 50.4 per cent. of the total 
world production; the remainder of the out- 
put—2,059,176 units, or 49.6 per cent. of the 
total—was sold to replace cars removed from 
service. This proportion of output sold for 
replacement purposes is reported to be the 
highest on record (says The Statist), com- 
paring with 40.1 per cent. in 1926, and 36 
per cent, in 1925, indicating that the process 
of destruction and obsolescence tends more 
and more to defer the “ saturation point ’’ of 
the motor market. 


A NIGHT SAFE. 

The Midland Bank has added another to 
the list of services it offers to its customers. 
It takes the form of a night safe, designed 
to provide theatre and cinema managers, 
shopkeepers and others with a safe place for 
their cash after banking hours at night and 
during week-ends. The apparatus is already 
in operation at the Hammersmith branch of 
the bank at 20 and 22 King street, and is in 
course of installation elsewhere. It comprises 
a safe erected inside the building and con- 
nected by a chute with a fitting built into 
the outside wall of the bank. The customer 
desirous of using the accommodation is given 
access to this fitting and a leather wallet. 
He places his cash in the wallet, locks it, and 
by way of the chute it travels to the safe. 
There it remains till the representative of the 
eustomer calls during banking hours, opens 
the wallet, and pays in the cash to the credit 
of his account.

EXCITING INCIDENTS AT 
COMBER. 


From Our Spectat CORRESPONDENT, 

COMBER, Saturday Night. 
[he motor race, as seen from Comber, was 
as thrilling as an Edgar Wallace novel, and 
the thrills begam soon after 6 a.m., when the 
ear-splitting whine of super-charged engines 
eye heard on the straight which leads to the 
‘village, and the chatter of the crowd suddenly 
ceased as the field, led by Birkin’s big Bent- 

ley, shot into view. 

~ Hot on Birkin’s heels were Cook (Bentley), 
Vis urzon (Bugatt), Purdy (Alvis), 
Campbell- (Bugatti) and Don (Lea-Francis). 
The leaders dashed up, jockeying for position, 
the dangerous right-angled turn formed by 
bridge and Castle streets, where the leading 
half dozen drivers jammed on their brakes 
allow Birkin to beat them on the corner.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

No sooner had Gallop passed than two cars 
were seen approaching the corner abreast and 
at top speed. They were the Riley driven

Noble.. however, swung wide, and Hall 
seized his opportunity and cut inside him, 
hit the right-hand footpath, and bounced 
right across the road almost on top of Noble, 
who. in his turn. was forced to mount the left- 
hand kerb. and the two cars shot from view, 
still neck and neck.

There was, however, no dulness at Comber 
even in the intervals: for a stout 
gentleman (who seemed to have lunched well 
rather than wisely, and who was continually 
refreshing himself from a large bottle of 
whiskey) would emerge from an . adjacent 
building and loudly announce that he “could 
beat the whole b—— lot” on his Morris- 
Cowley. The crowd cheered him too! 

Richard Watney(Stutz) was now beginning 
to attract attention by the steady way in 
which he lapped the course. He did not seem 
to have the speed of his rivals, but he 
handled his car magnificently on the difficult 
Comber corners, and was one of the steadiest 
and most consistent drivers in the race. 

AN ACCIDENT AVERTED. 

At 12.55 another exciting incident occurred. 
Balls (Amilcar) and Cushman (Alvis) ap- 
proached the corner abreast at great speed : 
it was quite impossible for both to get round 
together. At the last moment Cushman 
swung a trifle wide, and Balls, seizing his op- 
portunity, suddenly cut inside him, taking 
the right-hand kerb in his stide. Cushman 
was forced across on to the ‘opposite pave- 
ment, and by superb driving on the part of 
the latter a serious accident was narrowly 
averted. 

When the little Austin “7” came round 
again it showed signs of trouble. The off- 
Side running board and mudguards were 
crushed, and the mechanic was kept busy 
holding the windscreen in place. This, it 
was afterwards stated, had been caused by 
the Mercedes, which was ditched for a long 
time after trying to pass the baby at another 
dangerous corner on the course. 3

The next incident of note was when Hall

McDONALD CORNER. 


The corner leading out of Comber had 
its full share of thrills. too. The most 
spectacular of these was when an Austro- 


Daimler skidded off the road, knocked down 
a dozen of the barricading barrels and a 
policeman. The latter had his uniform 
damaged, but was himself uninjured. 

At 3.16 the big Mercedes, which had been 


out for several laps, appeared again. It 
was running extremely well, but stood no 
chance of picking up the lost time. Its 


driver, Mr. Thistlethwayte, nevertheless con- 
tinued until the end of the race. 

THE FLYING FORD. 
At 3.40 the onlookers at Comber woke up 
to the fact that the perfectly standard tour- 
ing Ford, driven by A. Wright, had been 
literally sitting on the tail of Birkin’s big 
Bentley for over three laps. " 
They came round again, the Ford still 
clinging to the Bentley’s tail, and the former 
was loudly cheered, for it was _ splendidly 
driven, and the crowd fully appreciated the 
sporting spirit which prompted this entry. 
As soon as the crowd learned the: final 
placings of the first three, interest in the race 
began to flag, although the race itself con 
tinued for nearly another three-quarters of 
an hour. 
Throughout the whole race the organisation 
was excellent. The police were at the 
same time efficient and courteous. Not only 
were Pressnien facilitated in every way on 
the course, but even the police telephone was 
put at -the disposal of the Pressmen at 
Comber, and the Baracks itself left open to 
give them a free and safe means of passing 
through from one corner of the course to 
another. From the point of view of those 
who elected to watch the race at Comber, the 
1928 Tourist Trophy was one great success.

township. The footpaths were packed tight 
from an early hour, while every roof top and 


window held more than its quota. Enter

shillings apiece, and getting them. | 
Though there were thrills in plenty at this 
corner, and many Narrow escapes, happily 
there was not one crash. The reason for this 
became clear immediately the first few cars 
negotiated the bend. If a competitor 
take the corner, he was able to 
swerve up Frances street to the left of the 
Town Hall. Tf he took the corner at 
great speed, he had the whole of the square 
to the right of the Town Hall in which to 
turn and shoot down the straight to Comber. 
If it had rained, however, the corner would 
have been a death trap. The competitors took 
that turn at from forty to fifty miles per 
hour, and. to make it. had to skid skilfully 
around. The note raised by the tyres skidding 
on the tar macadam roadway was weird and 
high-pitched. By the end of the race the road 
was badiy rutted. 

During the first few laps, until the drivers 
got used to the turn, there were a number of 
bad skids. The black Stutz nearly overturned 
when the car skidded clean across the wide 
square to within a few feet of the crowds; but 
Watney, the driver, averted the crash with 
skil) that drew a cheer from the people.

If those who, like myself, are jealous for 
the fullest ‘“‘liberty of letters ” compatible 
with ordinary decency and _ morality will 
exercise their endeavours in pressing for any 
desirable modifications or amendments in the 
measure that will secure the object of the bill 
without inflicting unnecessary vexatious re: 
strictions on genuine literary work, they are 
more likely to accomplish something of value 
than if thev confine themselves to resisting 
reforms in the law that facts have shown to 
be urgently needed. Practically every civilised 
country outside Great Britain has dealt with 
this evil in recent years, and the Irish Free 
State by legislation of this kind is only 
coming into line with the rest of the world.—

INCIDENTS. 

U NNAMED 
SENTENCED. 


THREE 
WOMEN 


There was a sequel in the Dublin 
District Court last Saturday to the 


removal of Union Jack flags from Dublin 
premises 4ast Friday, when three women, 
who refused to disclose their names and 
to enter into a bond for six months, were 
sentenced to seven days’ imprisonment. 


Two young men, John O'Neill and 
Claude Wall, were charged with regard 
to a similar incident. Wall was dis- 
charged and O'Neill was remanded in 
custody in connection with an assault 
charge and with being, as alleged, in 


possession of a revolver.

REMANDED IN CUSTODY. 


In the Dublin District Court last Saturday 
three women and two men were charged in 
connection with the removal of flags last 
Friday afternoon from premises in Dublin. 
The women were tried first. They refused 
to give their names, and described as “a 
woman, aged 60, believed to be named 
O'Daly”; '“a woman aged about 30,” and 
a woman aged about 25.” ‘The charge 
against them was that of conspiring to com- 
mite an act punishable by law, and that, in 
pursuance of that conspiracy they did, on 
August 27, steal from a window on the second 
floor of the premises of Messrs, William 
Drummond and Sons, 58 Dawson street, 
Dublin, an Irish flag, value for £5 10s., and 
damage a flag-staff value £1. 

Mr. Clarke, of the State Solicitor’s De- 
partment, who prosecuted, said that he 
wished that the cases be taken separately, 

Justice Cussen pointed out that the charge 
was one of conspiracy. 

Mr. Clarke said that he would be satisfied 
to have the charges dealt with as one of 
malicious damage and larceny. The women 
having declined to give their names to the 
Court they were described as numbers one, 
two and three. The cas& of number one, 
who was stylishly attired in a greyish brown

costume, and red hat, was first dealt with. 
She refused to recognise the Court, and 
smiled to friends in court. 

Sergeant B 18 said that on the previous 


afternoon he went to Messrs. Drummond'’s, 
and saw a flag-staff on the floor broken. 
He arrested number one, who refused to give 


her name. 
Inspector O'Callaghan said that when 
charged number one said that the flag was 


not an Irish flag. 
Mr. Cussen—Any question? 


THE UNION JACK. 

Number One—It was not an Irish flag. It 
was the Union Jack, and it was not stolen, 

Robert Wilkie, traveller for Messrs. Drum 
mond's, said that about 5.15 on the previous 
afternoon the three women were on the pre- 
mises; he did not see them coming in. When 
he entered the room on the second floor they 
were there, and the flag was in the room; 
but the pole was thrown out of the window. 
Mr. Clarke—Did you see the pole after i 
being thrown out?—Yes, and it ‘was broken 
in two. 
What happened the flag?—I took the flag.

holding it. 
What kind of a flag was it?—It was an 


old Irish flag, with the uncrowned harp on a 
preen background, and the Union Jack On 
the corner. 

Number One—No; it was the Union Jack, 
and we refuse to listen to what he says.

REFUSAL TO RECOGNISE COURT. 
Mr. Cussen—Youn have inconveniently re- 
fused to give me your name—— 


Number One—l refuse to recognise the

of evidence to justify the charge of larceny: 
but the defendant had admitted the charge 


of malicious damage, which was estimated

SCENE IN COURT. 
Mr. Cussen then ordered that a number of 
women demonstrators be removed from Court. 
One woman continued shouting as she was 
being removed, and, on Mr. Cussen’s instruc- 
tions, she was arrested and placed in the 
dock, Mr. Cussen remarking that he would 
deal with her afterwards. 
Number Three—I do not recognise the 
Court. I want to destroy the Union Jack, 
and I will always destroy it. 
Mr. Cussen—You are charged with theft. 
Do you deny it ?—I do. 
Mr, Cussen—In the cases of numbers two 
and three there is no evidence that- would 
justify me in convicting on the charge of 
larceny, but I find that the case against the 
three defendants of damage to the pole is 
proved. The damage was not serious—I be 
lieve it was slight—but the conduct of these 
three prisoners in the dock, who refuse to 
give me their names, cannot be tolerated in 


any civilised country. I can quite under 
stand any one of them saying, ‘‘ I don’t like 
a particular flag.” That is natural. But to

Sires : Finance of Racing and Breeding : 
_ Felstead’s Chances in the St. Leger.

From OuUp, TRAYFLLING CORRESPOWDENT, 

| LONDON, Sunday Night, 
Interest in the St. Leger is stirring up, 
and the Derby winner, Felstead, has been 


mcnopolising a good deal of attention during’ 


the last few days. hat trouble there is 
with Felstead is, as I have stated more than 
once here, that he was sore in his joints for 
a long time after the Derby, and that with 
the ground so hard his trainer could not db 
anything with him. He has only just started 
in good work again. One should neither 
condemn him nor praise him at the present 
time, and the next few weeks will probably 
reveal what chance he has in the St. Leger. 
Fairway is at a very short price—about 5 
to 2 is the best offer, and a good deal has to 
he taken on trust about him, as there has to 
he «also in the case. of Flamingo. The St. 
Leger candidate who has been doing the best 
work throughout is Cyclonic. Alb that need 
be said about the race at the moment is that 


there are contingencies about nearly all the. 
leading candidates, and the policy of waiting: 


ig the best one. 

The statistics of the’ season so far as at 
hes gone are very interesting. Lord Derby 
is at the head of the list of winning owners, 
having already won nearly £42,000 in stakes, 
and as hardly any of his crack two-vear-olds 
have run yet it is quite likely that another 
£10,000 will have been added to it by the 
end of the season. People talk airily about 
the palmy days of racing, and about the 
fortunes that were acquired on the Turf 
years ago. They point to the sums reputed 
to have been won by Captain Machell, Jack’ 
Hammond, and others of their period; but 
I greatly doubt whether any man has ever 
made anything like the fortune on the Turf 
which has fallen to Lord Derby. 

It has not been achieved either by great 
coups such as Hammond and others brought 
off when betting was big, for Lord Derby 
does not bet, and never has betted. His 
fortune has come from the enhanced value 
of his horses through their exploits on the 
Turf. I made a calculation in these notes 
once that if all Lord Derby’s bloodstock 
were sold they would realise three-quarters 
of a million sterling. That estimate is now 
probably below the mark. 

FORTUNE FROM THE STUD. 

That great fortune has come entirely from 
judicious investments in mares and the rac- 
ing of their produce. Some of these mares 
belonged to the late peer, and Canterbury 
Pilgrim may be said broadly to have laid 
the foundation of the stud. None pf them 
were high-priced mares either; at least, not 
in the sense that we understand prices noy~- 
adays. The capital expenditure has been 
very smal] indeed compared with the value 
of the stud as it stands to-day. 

It is no wonder, then, that all these rich 
men who have come into racing in recent 
vears, like Lord Dewar, Lord Glanely, Sir 
Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, and many others, as 
soon as they feel their feet, set. up stud farms 
of their own, and, being persons with busi- 
ness aptitude, quickly realised that the real 
money to be made out of racing comes, not 
from betting, but from breeding. The owners 
who ‘come and go ” are the owners who 


buy horses and gamble on them, and then, 


when they find that the game does not pay, 
they clear out. The six leading winning 
owners of the season—Lord Derby, Mr. 8, B. 
Joel, Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, Mr. J. B. Joel: 
the Aga Khan and Lord ‘Dewar—are all big 
breeders. 

Sir Laurence Philipps, who comes seventh, 
is a new owner, who made a lucky purchase 
of Flamingo, and he intends to breed in the 
course of time. Then there is Lord Elles- 
mere, who is eighth by the victories of 
Tiffin, whom he bought at auction; but he 
and his forbears have been breeders for 
generations.

IRELAND'S TURN, 

‘lhis was the last American victory of 
the day. The representatives of the U.S.A. 
were soundly beaten in the last athletic 
race of the Games, and Ireland won her first 
track success in four days’ keen competi- 
tion. The 800 metres relay race with 
four men—each to run 200 metres—provided 
Ireland with her final chance. The English 
team was a greater menace to our men than 
were the American quartette; but again our 
cross-Channel neighbours carried a “tail.” 
Connell, Gregan, Moore and Lavan carried 
the Irish colours—running in the order men- 
tioned. England led by two yards at the 
end of the first 200 metres, and the same 
gap prevailed at the 400 metres mark. 
Moore, running third for Ireland, over- 
hauled his English opponent and sent Lavan 
away with a lead of two yards. Sniffing the 
prospects of his first Tailteann gold medal. 
Lavan ran like a demon and never looked 
like being caught. Amidst terrific excite- 
ments and cheers, he crossed the es 
line six clear yards ahead of the Englis 
competitor, with Gibson (the U.S.A. fourth 
Tunner) another fifteen yards behind. 

The Irish team fully deserved this belated 
Success. Each member ran with great dash 
and courage, and even their English and

The doctor obtained two firsts, but let us 
Oy, Beeetheticelly that he would be well 
advised to drop the heavy-weight events 
entirely. He has a wonderful future before 
lim as a hammer-thrower, and the strain of 
the heavier weights is bound to adversely 
affect his progress in this event. Indeed, it 
1s a matter for consideration. whether the 
28tbs. and 56lbs. items should not be generally 
discarded. These events find no ‘place on an 
Olympic programme, and, after all, one 
victory at the Olympic Games is worth a 
multitude of bloodless. successes in purely 
local or national events. ' 

In a conversation with Lloyd Hahn, the 
famous American middle-distance man, after 
the Games we learned that he has a claim for 
the world’s 800 metres record, his time being 
1 min. 51 2-5 secs. He also clocked this 
time for the half-mile, but as it was per- 
formed in an indoor track the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation would not enter- 
tain a claim. S. Martin, the Frenchman, 
however, has reduced the 800 metres figures 
to 1 min. 50 3-5 secs.—a full second better 
than the recognised record of Dr. Peltzer; 
but it has not yet been sanctioned by the 
LA.A.F. Hahn has a very high opinion of 
Douglas Lowe's prowess as a. half-miler, and 
an even better opinion of the English and 
Olympic champion’s sporting qualities. The 
American enjoyed his visit to Ireland, as did 
also his other track and field colleagues. He 
is a modest and very sporting type of champion. 
every ready and willing to offer words of 
encouragement and advice to less gifted and 
finished athletes. 

A BIG TASK. 

It would be ungrateful to terminate this 
seport without paying tribute to the officials 
who had charge of the huge programme 
covering four days. It was necessary at the 
beginning of the athletic programme to point 
out various items where more care or atten- 
tion on the part of the officials would have 
closed up unnecessary gaps or prevented 
blunders, or omissions. Now that the full 
programine has practically been completed, 
it is only fair to compliment Mr. J. J. Keane 
and his band of willing workers on the all- 
round success of their efforts. Only the 
initiated—a very small percentage of the 
critics—have any idea of the hard work 
entailed in running a big sports carnival. 
When it is taken into consideration that the 
officials of the N.A. and C.A.—men employed 
in various lines of business, commerce, etc.— 
were called upon to undertake the task of a 
big four days’ meet after their ordinary busi- 
ness duties, it will be admitted that they 
achieved success beyond the measure of 
expectation.

TOURISTS FAIL TO STAY. 
(BY PAT’O.) 

The biggest attendance which patronised 
Aonach ‘iailteann features since the revival 
of the games in 1924 passed the turnstiles at 
Croke Park yesterday. The special trains 
trom the South, West and North were thinly 
patronised at the earlier stations, but strong 
contingents from Leinster towns brought 
many thousands to the capital. From noon on 
there was a steady trek to Croke Park, and 
long before the international football match in 
the Gaelic code between Ireland and America 
opened Drumcondra and Clonliffe roads were 
congested. 

The Metropolitan Guards, supplemented 
from outlying ‘stations, kept the heavy motor 
traffic in good control. 

Unfortunately the weather broke down. 
Rain fell heavily from three o’clock, and the 
game was played under a steady downpour. 
Pipe and brass. bands played the teams to 
the field at 3.20 - The teams’ colours con- 
trasted well. America wore white jerseys with 
the U.S.A. sash and shield. Ireland's colours 
were green with; a shamrock. on a white 
shield. 

Mr. J. J. O'Duffy, President of the Gaelic 
Athletic Association of America, carrying the 
Stars and Stripes flag, marched side by side 
with Mr. Sean Ryan, President of the G.A.A. 
at home. The stands and popular enclosures 
were filled, but the heavy rain left many 
vacancies in the usually well patronised. side- 
line seats. When the game opened fully 
50,000 spectators were present. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, Director of the Games, 
addressed the teams lined up at the centre of 
the pitch, welcoming the American footballers 
and anticipating a good sporting game. 

Alderman T. Burke, of Louth, was referee, 
and he had the teams under weigh within 
two minutes of the scheduled time. The spin 
of the ooin favoured Ireland, who played 
towards the railway goal, with a slight wind 
behind them, setting the Americans to face 
the rain. 

The game followed closely on the lines of 
the bitline match a week ago. The Ameri- 
cans showed the same speed and dash, chal- 
lenging the home players for possession, 
showing readiness in movement and strength 
at midheld. 

The Irishmen were steadier, and, like the 
native hurlers, burst through a weakening 
Opposition in the closing stages, to win with 
something in hand, The final score, 2-9 to 
1-4, scarcely represents America’s splendid 
display for forty minutes. Considering the 
greasy conditions of the ground and ball, 
the standard was good, though over-vigorous 
on occasions. 


THE PLAY. 


The Ormsby pair burst away quickly, with 
Landers and Armitage in close company. M. 
Ormsby and Landers had shots at the Irish 
posts in the first few minutes, and following 
strong American pressure, McDonnell saved 
brilliantly in Ireland’s goal. 

The pace was fast and the game open. 
Then America burst through on the left.

FOUR NEW “ RECORDS.” 


The Tailteann Games swimming events at 
the Blackrock Baths on Saturday demon- 
strated to a degree that was, perhaps, 
embarrassing to the officials the growth of 


public interest in swimming in Dublin. With 
accommodation for about 2,000, the baths 
were packed before the start, and the gates 
had to be closed, with about the same number 
outside clamouring for admission, The general 
layout of the baths is excellent, and the work 
accomplished by the Blackrock Urban Council 
in the short time at their disposal since their 
acquisition of them was commended on all 
sides. 
The weather was beautifully fine, and the 
spectators enjoyed a feast of first-class 
swimming and diving. A punctual start was 
made, and right to the end of the programme 
event succeeded event with machine-like 
regularity—a contrast to many swimming 
galas in the past. The Irish Amateur 
Swimming Association, which had charge of 
the arrangements, is to be complimented on 
the completely efficient organisation of the 
events. 

The programme consisted of two ladies’ and 
two men’s. free style events, a back stroke 
race’ for men, a boys’ team race, men’s diving 
‘competition, and a water polo match. The 
last-named proved, unexpectediy, to he the 
least interesting, Ireland winning in hollow 
fashion by 11 goals to 2. 
‘ RECORDS" BEATEN.) 

Four new Tailteann “ records were 
established—in the 100 metres free style, 
ladies, by Miss K. Russell, South Africa, 
with 76 seconds, as compared with Miss 
Euphrasia Donnelly’s (U.S.A.) 77 seconds in 
1924; in the 100 metres back stroke, men, by

THE CYCLE RACES. 


WOODCOCK’S GOOD RIDE. 


The cycle races in connection with the 
Tailteann Games were brought to issue ves: 
terday. Owing to the prohibition of this 
form of sport at Croke Park, the short dis- 
tances were held in the Pheonix lark, the 
road .race being held on the Navan road, 
The races in the Park were run over a 
straight course on the Main Road between 
the Bas and the Gough monuments. 

In the 600 Metres race Sergeant Lynn, 
of the Civic Guard, won, and in the 1,000 
Metres B. J. Donnelly was successful. The 
races were international in a sense, in that the 
| other competitors were F. W. Short (South 
Africa), and P. J. H. MacCabe (Scotland). 
Short was second to Lynn in the 600 Metres 
race, but finished behind the Irish pair in 
the longer event. Both races were affairs 
of tactics, and the times returned were slow. 
In the maneuvring which took place the 
Irishmen proved more successful than the 
visitors. 

The entry for the road event was more 
satisfactory, although the only visiting com- 
petitors were the two who took part in the 
short distance events. The programme 
rather illogically described the race as a 
“Marathon.” As it was run over a dis- 
tance of 100 kilometres (approximaaely 625 
miles) the title must be regarded as a mis- 
nomer. In view of the fact that the Mara- 
thon foot race was run over a course, which 
is now admitted ta be about two miles 
short of the standard distance, it may have 
been an effort to get the average right 

A large gathering of spectators assombled 
to witness the start of the road race at 
Phibsborough, but few of them went to 
the Ehonix Park to see the finish, The 
course ran along the main road to Navan, 
and back to a point west of the Phenix 
monument. 

The entry of Southall, the English crack, 
who was second in the Olympic road race, 
promised to give the event a — in- 
terest, but, like so mony of those who 
entered for the Tailteann Games from over- 
seas, the Englishman was an absentec. 

The event was conducted by the Southern 
Centre of the Irish Road Club, and, in ac- 
cordance with their practice, was run as a 
time trial, the men being sent away in- 
dividually at one minute intervals and riding 
against the watch. Of the ten competitors 
the only ones likely to seriously oppose

TITLES. 


From the point of view of close matches, 
Saturday’s finals of the County Wicklow 
championships at Bray were disappointing, for 
only one match was carried to the final set. 
All the matches, however, were interesting, 
for G. P. Hughes figured in three of them,.

the court. He fully deserved to win all three
